Thu* wa* organised the Aaaociatton whose 
auni vcr*ary we celebrate to-day 

It ha* never been claimed by u* that we ar- 
rived at perfecto*** in either the constitution 
or the operation* of our Association ; it waa only 
designed to carry ns more *wifUy to the ballot- 
box by a concentration of action to a single 
point. We never intended tt« make it comber 
aom* by the complication of it* machinery, 
neither wa* it ajirung into being to outwit *,y 
hotly, or to cerve the personal ambition of mdi- 
viduala. It wa* generated by the creative force 
of nenesrity. 

During the year the committee have endeavor- 
ed to do tbeir work regardlcs* of the hindrance* 
ever in the way of every reform. They have 
held convention*, authorised lectures, organised 
societies in state*. town* and counties— sect 
out tract* and beid correspondence with friend* 
of the cause ai bom* and abroad, and have 
done whatev«T else they could tr hasten the 
one object of tbeir creation, via a Sixteenth 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution, seenr- 
tng Suffrage to wo men.

While yon have assailed these citadel* of 
tyranny, yon have never forgotten the various 
other phase* of woman'* oppression Yon 
have found ber by the wayside, robbed, beaten 
and bruised and have not passed by on the 
other side . yon poured oil on her wound* and 
bound fhem up with your own bands. You have 
spoken for the timid who felt then wrong* bet 
could not ntter them. You have brought In 
long array liefore the public new. the pale, 
anxious, subdued and worn faces of more than 
half the women of mir land, till the spectral 
procession has msde man turn bis face from the 
inspection of bis own work.

Tm conflicting accounts of the freed men at 
the Honth leave it almost doubtful whether in 
Emancipation they hive come to the millen- 
nium, or whether really their last state is not 
worse than the first A correspondent of the 
New York IrQrnnt writing last week from 
Charleston, Howtb Carolina, scarcely leaves the 
matter in doiftit. The picture is the blacknees 
of darkness itifrlf. It quite confirms my wont 
statements made last autnmn in Tn Rrvoi.n- 
Ttoa and Indeptmd’nt. A late number of the 
Washington (Jkrrmiok has a letter by Mrs Jose- 
phine drifting revealing at mnch length the 
oondltion of large numbers of the freedroen in 
that city, or more particularly the women. For 
two or three years, perhaps more, Mr*. O rifling 
has had almost entire charge of this clam of 
people, under commission from the Bureau of 
Freedman, and knows but too well the truth of 
every word she write*. In her letter she say* :
